brandy and are chiefly valued for that 
character. 
No one is able lo 
estimate 
how 
many drug 
stores 
throughout 
the 
country will be wiped out as a result 
of this decision. 
It is generally ad­ 
mitted that in “dry” 
territory 
the 
number of drug stores is undoubtedly 
much larger than it will be after it is 
impossible to sell liquor as medicine. 
In many localities, 
however, 
many 
druggists have voluntarily given up 
the saloon liquor. 
It is knowm that one of the main 
reasons why the revision committee 
took action as it did is that compar­ 
atively few' physicians now' prescribe 
liquor even as a tonic. 
The number 
of persons who obtain from the physi­ 
cians a prescription for whisky or 
brandy is small. Even socalled “pure 
malt whiskies” will be tabooed by the 
new order.

Chicago, July 27.—Taking

timony at the coroner’s inquest in the

Eastland 
disaster was 
begun today. The first w itnesses were 
members of the crew- under guard of 
policemen. No charge

mally placed against them. 
State’s Attorney Hoyne stated this 
morning that from all accounts there 
w-ere more than 2,700 on the East­ 
land when she turned over. 
“I have the stubs 
of 2,550 tickets 
collected at the gangways,” said Mr. 
Hoyne. “All children under five years 
were not counted. 
“Furthermore, there w-ere seventy 
members of the crew and there was

Palace on Fire When the President 
Seeks 
Refuge 
in the 
French 
Legation— Prisoners Said to 
Be Dying of Hunger. 


Port Au Prince, July 27.—The revo­ 


lutionary movement against President 


Guillaume, which broke out under the 


leadership of Dr. Rosalvo Bobo last 


March, show-ed itself in Port au Prince 
today. 


After several hours of fighting at 


the 
presidential 
palace, 
where 
a 


strong defense was made, the presi­ 


dent took refuge in the French lega­ 
tion, where he had been preceded by 
members of his family. 
The palace 
was on fire when refuge w-as sought. 
Rebellious troops attacked the pal­ 
ace and fired on it for two hours. 
The president was supported by a few- 
loyal troops. 
There had been a reign 
of terror in Port au Prince for some 
time. 
The president realized his fall 
was certain and started a series of 
persecution. 
He caused the arrest of 
Haitiens and began expelling all for­ 
eigners. 
He recognized that the spir­ 
it of revolution was growing and he 
knew the rebels w-ere marching on the 
capital. 
Haitien w-omen were arrested and 


London, July 27.—The casualties in 
the British army 
and 
navy 
have 
reached 330,995, according to a state­ 
ment by Premier Asquith. 
The naval casualties up to July 20 
w-ere 9,106, and the military casualties 
were 321,889. 
The naval losses were divided as 
follow-s: 
Officers killed, 499; wounded, 
87; 
missing, 29 
Men killed, 7,430; 
wounded, 
787, 
missing, 274. 


On April l l the under-secretary of 
war announced the British losses the 
beginning of fighting as 139,347. 
If 
these figures are correct, the British 
have lost 182,542 in the last fourteen 
weeks. 
Great Britain is the only one of the 
powers in the w-ar which has announc­ 
ed her total casualties. 
Germany has issued at home full 
lists of all men killed, wounded or 
missing, but the government has is­ 
sued no statement.

No comprehensive lists have been 
given out either by France, Russia or 
Austria-Hungary.

It was the first appearance of the in­ 
sects here since 1878, and was so 
ex tenshe that it called forth the re­ 
sources of the government to check 
it. 
The population was for 
a 
time 
thrown into a panic and even women 
and children turned out to fight the 
insects. Some of the methods used in 
exterminating the pests were not un- huge proportions. 
Everybody, w ig ­ 
like those employed 
iii destroying ^ou< exception, helped iii one way or 
human beings 
on the European bat-; anotber to destroy the insect. Private 
subscriptions wero raised 
and 
in 
many towne invaded the women and 
children turned 
out 
with 
torches, 
lamps and other implements to aid iii 
its annihilation. 
AI though blasts of sand from can­ 
non, trains of gunpowder, asphyxiat­ 
ing gases and rockets were all used 
with more or less success, 
it 
was

that had it not been for the appear­ 
ance of disease among the swarms, 
the coro-bacili would have undoubted­ 
ly have proved 
the 
most 
efficient 
means of getting rid of the pest. This 
disease killed the locusts by millions. 
It consisted in the development of a 
worm iii the stomach of the insect, 
which gradually increased in size un- 


tlefields, ami gave to Ihe fighting a 
semblance of real warfare. 
The invading army was bombarded 
with cannon loaded with sand, and 
with rockets, sprayed with asphyxial 
ing gases and blown up with gunpow­ 
der. 
The torch was also used and 
there was likewise let locse to attack I 
the insects an army of coco-baciii, 
which has been discovered to be a 
mortal enemy of the locus,. 
Disease among the locusts them ­ 
selves, however, did most to destroy 
them, as has sometimes 
been 
the 
case in human armies. 
The locusts came over the bordel 
from neighboring Central American 
republics. The press of the latter had 
been reporting the devastating effects 
of a locust plague for a year, which j tn the in?ect was enable to fly and 
were so alarming that the Coala Rica I fo il dead to the ground. 
The disease 
government made preparations for ar, i se€.moci 
to 
be 
highly 
infectious 
invasion of its territory. 
Di-heart- amongst the swarms, which quickly 
cuing reports reached hero not only 
from Guatemala and Honduras, but 
also from Salvador and Nicaragua, 
where through neglect or for other 
reasons no efforts to eradicate th*' 
plague were made either bv the gov­ 
ernments cr by private agricultural 
interests. 
The damage 
the 
insects 
wrought on crops in those countries 
advanced cereal prices to such ar. 
extent that their governments were 
forced to import large shipments of 
grain which were sold ut t moderate 
trices. 
This, together with the increase in 
the rate of exchange caused by the 
European war, caused dealers in this 
country to ship large quantities of 
irain to these markets. This resulted 
n a considerable increase in the local 
market price and all grains under­ 
went what might be termed a boom. 
In view- of the excellent prospects 
tor the sale of the next crop, all farm­ 
ers in this country, notwithstanding 
the threatening plague, were attracted 
o the planting of cereals and large 
rracts of land were prepared and cub 
ti vat cd. 
As a warning of 
the 
impending 
peril, a sin til sw arm of locusts invad­ 
ed Costa Rican territory by the pro­ 
vince of Guanacaste, but owing to the 
prompt action on the part of the gov- 
wnfncnt with sand-loaded cannon and 
•ockets, the swarm was easily repuls­ 
ed and turned bark into Nicaraguan 
territory.

After this two 
or 
three 
months 
elapsed in which the government had 
time to make more thorough prepara­ 
tions and adopt special measures. 
A 
certain quantity of coco bacili wa>s im­ 
ported by the 
ministry 
of 
public 
works w'hich wras cultivated in the 
national laboratory and held in read­ 
iness. Almost all signs of the danger 
seemed to have disappeared, when 
about the middle of May one horde 
after a n ith e r invaded 
Costa 
Rican 
territory on the Nicaraguan border. 
No locusts had visited this country 
for 37 years ami therefore the panic 
amongst the inhabitants wras unprece­ 
dented. 
The daily newspapers pub­ 
lished columns and columns of re­ 
ports on Hie advance of the plague; 
the government sent 
experts 
with 
thorough equipment to fight the in­ 
vasion, and congress enacted a spe 
elal law' by which every citizen was 
forced *o pay a special and direct tax 
for covering the expense of extermin­ 
ating it. 
The swarms were numerous and of 


tributed to boost agricultural inter­ 
ests.

The limited production of coal in 
Holland is said by some to be one of 
the principal causes of the mainten­ 
ance by this country of what they de­ 
scribe as friendly neutrality toward 
Germany. Even now, when a certain 
amount of coal is still coming from 
the neighboring power, the authori­ 
ties here are 
encountering

ties not only in running the railroads,

Besides the state mines there are 
privately owned coal fields in Lim­ 
burg and North Brabant, while bor- 
ngs have been made also in Over- 
Ijsel and Gelderland. 
As these alto­ 
gether produce only about 1,000,000 of 
’he 5,000,000 tons annually required 
by Holland, the remainder is usually 
mported from Germany 
and 
Great 
Britain. 
The German mines, since the war 
started, have continued to supply 40 
per cent of their usual annual quan­ 
tity to the Netherlands, but England 
has declined to permit the export of
